Not to 
be bored too much I'll do it to the Christian Science Nows on WBJC, one of the t\<o best 
radio newscasts. ...Uesumed u/Vs We could also be called the Payne family! 

The MDW file was not in the basement but if Itick put it there it'll turn up. Thanks. 

If you 3 ])eak to him, ask him if he placed it where MDW would be and if not, where. Tlianks. 
And we are glad he is sjmding more time with his new girl friend. Hay last longer that way. 
There are several parts of Crouch's letter to kick that I do not believe. One is that 
the Secret Sdrvice burned " a safe full" of autopsy pictures. I am sure they never had that 
many and that if they burned any, there would be little or no knowledge of it by anyone. 1“ ^ 
I do not believe that Bouck told Pox to make prints of this film for each of them, 

I also do not believe that enlargements were made if this means larger than the ori- 
ginal enlargements of the pictures. 

Perliaps Croden did get to make some copies for himself of the autopsy film when HSCA 
had it bi(t I heard that when he had them he was always matched, apj)arently prevent thaj. 

Crouch says tliat in June 1^81 Pok let him co y the pictures but with an agreement 
that they not be used until after he died. Yet Crouch also says that tlio next month he 
tried to sell them to the National inquirer, I can’t beUove that the Knquirer would not 
have bou^jht them. Pox claims that when there motel room was entered, based on the drapes 
being in a different position. He Identifies the Enquirernls"liaison" as one Jim liatinger.
